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WE DEBATE 

TPxURING the last few years wc have made sonic strides in 
J-f the manner of our debating. But there is still some crit- 
icism among the debaters themselves and among those whose 
chief business it is to criticize. We have moved from the pon- 
derous, well prepared, buried-in-tlic-library, full of detail and 
fact type of debate to tire more scintillating witty battle of 
words. 

Whenever a British 'team comes to Canada, and, by sheer 
force of wit and brilliant repartee, makes our better jirepared 
speakers apptîar quite outclassed, the critics ask impatiently 
"Why cannot we produce speakers equal to tliesc British .stu- 
dents — ^vc have the material ?" And we shrug our shoulders 
and remark how strange it. is llial .«olid. wel.l-prepared, im- 
■jrreirnable arguments arc often o£ no avail against mere clever- 
ness and quick thinking. 

Now we have chosen topics which encourage speeches 
savouring of Avit rather than ponderous erudition, and which 
T\'îll produce a battle of wits rather than a Ions series of heavy, 
and to most people, boring arguments. 

It was an excellent move on the nart of the N.F.C.U.S. to 
send a Canadian team over to England last fall. We may not 
have learned much but this we did learn that even the most 
hea^T subject can be made as Jight and appreciative as any 
other while the presumable foolish one can bring to its aid 
sound arguments as well as torn foolery. We have heard some 
creditable reports from the Universities in the provinces of 
England with regard to the team and the two older universities 
had nothing horrid tb say about them.

ILLER EDITOELALS" say the critics of the Daily, and 
even some recognised authorities, "should not be writ- 
ten." But with this statement there are some grounds for dis- 
agreement. Hold on a minute though. Reader, this is not a fil- 
ler , éditorial justifying filler editorials, but a deep discussion 
as to whether literature which has been written on schedule, or 
iunder any other form of compulsion, are at all justified in their 
existence. 

, The average student answers "No". That is he does when 
the time when essays are due comes round. "We ■'jhould be al- 
;]owed to .wait for an inspiration. I don't think 1 can hand mine 
in this week, Sir." "If you wait for an inspiration, I'm afraid 
you'll wait forever," replies the staff. "Tomorrow morning". 
The result is an all-night session for the student, and a reason- 
^able essay in the morning. 

Think again of Kipling working on a paper, in India; see- 
ing a huge blank space in lay-out, and filling it with one of that 
collection Plain Tales from the Hills", And Thackeray, scrib- 
bling away with the printer's devil sleeping on' the bench out- 
laide the door ; occasionally a dead character would be revived 
jby accident in the rush, but nevertheless, the huge Victorian 
penned some of the greatest English prose under this system. 

In makiiu: ;» judgment on tliis que.stion, we should consider 
[tjie (difference of individuals. Most of the world, probably our- 
'eïves included, are of Thackeray's temperament; unable to 
get our noses down to the griiid.stonc unless it's shoved tlierc at 
the last nioinenl. Wc wait endless time for our inspiration, and 
vhen we get it either wc do not realise that we have it, or else 
;idly do act upon it. 

And so that wc may not lo.so .somt; of tlie world'.s >ri-o!ti lit- 
erature in the future, let us justify partly forced v.-riling, ^and 
v.^i'iting on schedule. 



FLATTERERS 

FLATTERY in a .sincere form is rare. P'latterers as a rule 
' have .little good intent behind theii' acjtipng, but oe^k I'a- 
theV/to overpraise and gratify the vanity of .those uuoij'.whoin 
sthèy turn their attention. Tlie flattered, too, seldom derive real 
îbepefit from enchancing comments and remarks made to tliem, 
:|)ut -feel rather honoured, gratified or pleased with themselves. 

Man is a peculiar creature. He i.s alwuys opuii, indetid of- 
ten willing, to be fooled and hoodwinked, ,yct he does not like 
Xo feel that others know that he realises the deception. One- of 
the easiest ways to acquire aiiutiiers goodv.'il! and support is to 
;fl£itt§r,jiis iV^^nity. Evei-youe is uj'one, in one form or another, 
jistçpp tp this, althougli many to not .realise or upiji eciate 
^,>vli^t.they are doing. Similarly it is sometimes difficult 'o ob- 
,^rye when the .same art is being practiced on oneself. Even 
jwHen one realises what is happening, one hesitates or réfugies 
tp m^ike the diçcovery for vain reasons. It is easier aud-'far 
more pleasant to banish tiie lurking .su.spi(;ion or ccrtaintity 
,t,hat one is being hoodwinked and contiime to accept compli- 
,ments and flattering remarks at their face value. 

There is no man more easily deceived than he wlio prides 
himself on his immunity from flattery. .Some college students 
can be ])laced in this class, those, who with little more than the 
jtjjrminology of the sui>ject, desire to be thought more learned 
ihaii ,thcy really are, and thus .expose themselves to flattery in 
jitis most acute form.

Again .«iun Yat.scn liad to leave the 
counli-y'a ppjce upoivijis lioad but 
around i:f23 he relumed to China and 
began upon tho Republic around 
Canton; which was later. to . i!prcad<and 
re.ich the clima.x qf 19?a-~. But Sun 
Yatsen was not to sec the. outcome of 
hi.s ideals put into force, for he dlett 
in March of 1023.

He Is to us now .a delicate, mist-en- 
shrouded figure, but Ini the hisrh, 
smooth forehead and melancholy 
eyes, which at times would gleam 
with laughter, liicro lurks the spirit 
of a man thwarted and hurt by a 
world too primitive for him.' 

Wo should iike to think that such 
a man w-.-is a great poet, but wo mu«t; 
admit that ho was not. At best he 
waa a very minor poet. There is a 
certain lyrical appeal in him and a 
nebulous music' that clmrni, but his 
limitations are at all times obvious. 
Ho lacks tiro. His Imagos are feeble 
ami conventional, his teclmlituo 
pseudo-Victorian. Ho is really little 
more tiiaii a refined edio.
